DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 1-7 are canceled, and claims 8-22 are added, as per the "Amendment" filed July 
28, 2006. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 8-22 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

With respect to the independent claims 8 and 18, prior art fails to disclose or make 
obvious, in combination with other recited features of the claim limitations, a sterilizer for dental 
handpieces comprising: a casing assembly having an opening formed at the front side for coming 
in and going out of a handpiece; a door configured such that an ultraviolet barrier incised in a 
radial shape opens and closes the front opening of the casing assembly; a transparent tube 
installed inside the casing assembly in order to be fluid-communicatively connected with the 
door to put a handpiece thereon; an ultraviolet lamp installed inside the casing assembly; a 
control circuit for controlling the overall operation of the sterilizer in such a manner that it opens 
the ultraviolet barrier when it confirms the approach of the handpiece by a sensor. 

The novel aspect of this invention, which is not disclosed in prior art, are the specifics of 
a door configured such that the ultraviolet barrier incised in a radial shape opens and closes the 
front opening of the casing assembly. 

The dependent claims 9-17 and 19-22 are allowable by virtue of their dependence upon 
the independent claims 8 and 18, respectively. 
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Conclusion 

4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Zabsky et al. (5,185,532) disclose a sterilizer which applies UV light uniformly to 
the forward portions of instruments which are used in patients' mouths.
